| To Know What Is 


In Your Package 


Are you one of the few who take 
offense at being asked what your 
| parcels contain when they are pre- 
sented at the post office for mail- 
ing? A 

“If so, please believe that the re- 
ceiving clerk is not prying into 
your private affairs,” says Post- 
master Edythe Smith. She is only 
doing her duty.” 

Some of the things that people 
would like to transport through the 
mails pose a natural hazard to 
postal personnel and to other mail 
matter. For example, firearms, ex- 
plosives; radio-active materials, 
reptiles, chemicals, and liquor are 
capable of inflicting serious dam- 
age, and so are unmailable except 
where special. permission is grant- 
ed. Packages of items that are un- 
questionably mailable sometimes 
contain written matter without its 
presence being shown through 
proper endorsement. “This cah 
{cause delay in delivery, unnec- 
essary inconvenience and expense, 

or even confiscation of the. parcel,” 
says Postmaster Smith.
